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Chinatown  council  meets 
after  controversial  election

The  Chinatown-South  Cove 
Neighborhood  Council  formed  a  four- 
man  team  last  week  to  assure  an  orderly 
transition  from  the  appointed  council  to 
the  newly-elected  one  and  to  set  up  an 
agenda  for  the  next  meeting  -  the  first  to 
be  held  without  an  executive  director. 

In  a  transition  meeting  attended  by 
members  of  both  the  old  and  new  coun¬ 
cils,  new  council  members  William  Moy 
and  Davis  Woo  agreed  to  meet  with 
Tarry  Hum,  who  resigned  as  executive 
director  last  month,  and  Ting-Fun  Yeh, 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority’s 
planner  for  Chinatown,  to  iron  out 
strategies  for  the  council’s  upcoming 
meeting  and  to  assure  continuity  between 
the  two  councils. 

In  addition,  Moy  and  Woo  will  meet 
with  council  members  Lai  Young  and 
Pancho  Chang  to  work  out  an  agenda  for 
the  next  meeting  -  the  first  in  which  Hum 
will  no  longer  be  serving  as  executive 
director. 

According  to  Moy,  high  on  the  agenda 
for  the  council’s  first  general  meeting 
June  20  will  be  the  outlining  of  a  strategy 
to  find  a  new  executive  director  as  quick¬ 
ly  as  possible.  “We  don’t  want  to  have  a 


void,”  said  Moy.  “And  if  we  do  have  a 
void  we  hope  we  can  minimize  the  void.” 

Also  to  be  discussed  at  the  next  meeting 
will  be  how  the  council  plans  to  pay  its 
new  director,  since  only  about  $13,000  in 
council  funds  remained  as  of  last  week. 

During  the  meeting,  various  schemes 
for  funding  the  council  and  paying  the 
salary  of  an  executive  director  were 
discussed,  including  the  possibility  of 
again  seeking  financial  support  from  the 
BRA,  which  contributed  $54,000  about  a 
year  and  a  half  ago  to  support  the  council. 
The  money  was  used  to  pay  council  ex¬ 
penses  and  the  salary  of  its  executive 
director. 

Also  discussed  was  the  possibility  of 
seeking  council  funding  from  the  city. 
The  Chinatown  council,  along  with  other 
neighborhood  councils  throughout  the  ci¬ 
ty,  has  been  working  with  the  Coalition 
for  Community  Control  of  Development 
as  part  of  a  concerted  effort  to  seek  city¬ 
funding  for  neighborhood  councils. 

A  third  possibility  would  be  to  seek 
matching  hinds  from  the  developers  of 
Columbia  Plaza  at  the  Kingston-Bedford 
garage  site  near  Chinatown.

Two  neighborhood  groups 
will  seek  to  develop  housing

At  least  two  non-profit  organiza¬ 
tions  will  submit  proposals  to  develop  af¬ 
fordable  housing  on  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority’s  Parcel 
R3-R3A  site  in  Chinatown. 

The  Chinese  Economic  Development 
Corporation  and  the  recently-formed 
Asian  Community  Development  Cor¬ 
poration  will  both  submit  proposals  to 
develop  the  Washington  Street/Oak  Street 
site.  The  proposals  are  due  at  the  BRA  by 
June  14. 

In  March,  the  BRA  made  its  Request 
for  Proposals  (RFPs)  for  the  first  of  five 
sites  where  it  hopes  to  see  affordable 
housing  built  in  Chinatown. 

The  development  guidelines  for  the 
R3-R3A  site  call  for  the  construction  of  a 
minimum  of  220  units,  with  at  least  50 
percent  of  them  three-and  four-bedroom 
units  for  family  housing.  Another  25  per¬ 
cent  would  be  developed  as  housing  for 
the  elderly. 

In  addition,  BRA  guidelines  require 
that  at  least  a  third  of  the  units  be  affor¬ 


dable  to  low  income  households  and 
another  third  available  to  moderate- 
income  households.  Space  should  also  be 
set  aside  for  the  relocation  of  the  South 
Cove  YMCA,  an  underground  parking 
area,  community  open  space,  and 
possibly  community  service  or  commer¬ 
cial  space. 

According  to  the  BRA’s  RFP,  “Selec¬ 
tion  preference  will  be  given  to  communi¬ 
ty  development  corporations, 
community-based  non-profit  organiza¬ 
tions,  minority  business  enterprises  and 
joint  ventures  with  these  groups.” 

Yuk  Sung,  CEDC’s  executive  director, 
said  his  organization  is  still  in  the  process 
of  developing  its  proposal  for  the 
R3-R3A  site.  “It’s  a  very  tough  project,” 
Sung  said.  “We  have  to  spend  a  lot  of 
manpower  to  do  the  calculations.” 

Sung  said  CEDC  already  has  a  major 
partner  to  help  finance  the  project  and  is 
currently  seeking  other  private  investors, 
as  well  as  city,  state  or  federal  funding. 
CEDC,  he  added,  would  probably  syn¬ 
dicate  the  project  -  that  is,  sell  shares  in  it

Vietnamese  fishermen 
protest  at  State  House

The  state  has  agreed  to  provide  training 
in  alternative  fishing  techniques  as  well 
as  emergency  food  and  shelter  for  Viet¬ 
namese  fishermen  forced  to  fish  in  rough 
seas  as  the  result  of  an  emergency  state 
regulation. 

State  officials  reached  the  decision  Fri¬ 
day  after  about  50  Vietnamese  fishermen 
and  family  members  picketed  in  front  of 
the  State  House  to  protest  the  new  state 
regulation,  which  requires  them  to  fish  in 
seas  too  deep  and  rough  for  their  small, 
ill-equipped  fishing  boats. 


“We’re  protesting  the  new  fishing 
regulations,”  said  Mai  T.  Thoi,  the 
spokesman  for  the  fishermen.  “They 
push  us  too  far  out  to  the  rough  seas  and 
we  can’t  go  out  there  to  make  a  living.” 

“Our  boats  are  in  very  poor  condition 
to  go  out  that  far,”  he  said,  explaining 
that  their  aging  boats  were  neither  big 
enough  nor  adequately  equipped  to  withs¬ 
tand  the  conditions  that  await  them  fur¬ 
ther  from  shore. 

On  May  15,  the  state  Division  of 
Marine  Fisheries  put  in  effect  an

When  there’ s  a  dragon  on  the  river, 
there’s  a  good  chance  Jeff  Moy  built  it

A  tall  plywood  dragon  head 
stands  silhouwetted  against  the 
window  of  a  classroom  at 
Boston  Latin  Academy. 

In  the  foreground  Jeff  Moy 
-  artist,  teacher,  dragon  boat 
shaper  -  hovers  between  two 
students  as  one  steadies  a  strip  of 
plywood  and  a  second  works  a 
saber  saw  to  form  the  neck  of  a 
dragon. 

Not  bad,  Moy  says,  as  Mark 
Cabrera  saws  the  wood  clean 


through  the  edge,  separating  the 
arc-shaped  neck  from  the  flat 
shapeless  wood.  This  ritual  of 
piecing  together  wood,  metal, 
wire  or  paper  mache  to  form 
these  fearsome  -  but  not  too  fear¬ 
some  -  dragons  has  been  a  ten- 
year  ritual  for  Moy,  who  has 
made  a  dragon  every  year  since 
the  festival  began. 

“I  think  I  was  asked  to  do  it,” 
says  Moy  of  his  first  festival. 
“And  there  was  some  money 
available.  I  thought  it  was  a  fun 


project  -  my  art’s  a  little  about 
humor.” 

In  the  beginning,  he  says,  it 
was  the  simple  fun  of  it  that  at¬ 
tracted  him  to  dragon-making, 
but  now  there’s  a  little  more  to 
it.  “Now,”  he  adds,  “it’s  more 
a  social  thing  to  do  for 
Chinatown.  For  my  cultural 
heritage.  I  like  to  give  back  to 
the  community.” 

When  the  neck  of  the  dragon 
has  been  cut  from  the  wood.

“If  you  are  going  to  be  a 
politician,  fight  for  what  Harry 
Dow  was  fighting  for.”  The 
words  are  simple,  but  when 
spoken  by  Rep.  Joseph  Kennedy 
last  month  it  was  hard  not  to 
believe  them. 

In  his  81  year  lifetime,  added- 
Boston  City  Councilman  David 
Scondras,  Dow  had  been  “pur¬ 
suing  the  rights  of  the  poor,” 
“developing  networks  and  coali¬ 
tions,”  “reinvesting  in  the  com¬ 
munity,”  and  “always  moving 
forward.” 

On  May  13,  Kennedy  and 
Scondras,  along  with  Mel  King 
and  other  prominent  political 
figures  gathered  at  Boston’s 
China  Pearl  Restaurant  for  the 
Fourth  Harry  Dow  Memorial 
Legal  Assistance  Fund 
(HDMLAF)  Annual  Meeting. 
Also  on  hand  were  about  170 
people  from  Boston’s  Asian 
community,  including  many 
from  the  legal  profession. 

They  came  to  pay  tribute  to 


Dale  Minami 


Dow’s  ideals,  perseverance,  and 
commitment  to  social  justice. 
Among  them  were  the  meeting’s 
two  keynote  speakers  -  Califor¬ 
nia  attorneys  Dale  Minami, 
Esq.,  and  Donald  Tamaki,  Esq., 
both  of  whom  recently  served  as 
the  leading  legal  counsels  for  the 
World  War  II  Japanese  Intern¬ 
ment  case. 

“After  hearing  about  Harry 
Dow,  I  felt  I  have  known  him 
for  years,”  said  Minami,  who 
urged  the  audience  to  enlarge  on 
Dow’s  legacy  of  community  ser¬ 
vice.

“We  must  go  beyond  the  legal 
community,”  Minami  told  his 
colleagues  in  the  legal  profes¬ 
sion,  “do  more,  establish  power 
in  the  general  community  with 
the  spirit  of  selflessness  Harry 
Dow  had  in  his  lifetime.” 

Recalling  his  own  early  ex¬ 
perience  working  as  a  lawyer  in 
Oakland’s  Asian  community, 
Minami  said  it  didn’t  take  him 
long  to  understand  what  it  took 
to  make  things  work.  “It  taught 
me  a  few  dedicated  people  can 
make  the  difference,”  said 
Minami,  who  has  been  the  reci¬ 
pient  of  the  President’s  Pro 
Bono  Service  Award  from  the 
State  Bar  of  California  and  the 
1986  Achievement  Award  from 
the  Coro  Foundation  in  San 
Francisco. 

Long  a  legal  activist  in  the 
Asian  community  and  the 
founder  of  the  Asian  Law 
Caucus  in  Oakland,  Minami  said 
that  the  lack  of  legal  services  in 
the  Asian  community  was  in  part 
due  to  the  legal  profession’s  in¬ 
sensitivity  to  the  immigrant 
population  during  the  1960’s. 

Also  speaking  at  the  gathering 
was  Minami’s  legal  partner, 
Tamaki,  who  gave  the  audience 
a  brief  history  of  the  Japanese 
American  Redress  Movement 
for  the  interment  of  Japanese 
Americans  in  camps  during 
World  War  Two.  “The 
Japanese  American  Redress 
Movement  is  not  a  minority 
case,”  he  emphasized,  “not  a 
civil  rights  case,  but  an 
American  Issue.” 

Disagreeing  with  the  US 
Government’s  argument  of 


“military  necessity,”  Tamaki 
said  the  interment  of  thousands 
of  Japanese  Americans  -  without 
offense,  without  trial,  was  an *  * 
“intentional  injustice.”  The 
Japanese,  he  said,  should  not 
have  been  viewed  as  posing  any 
more  of  a  threat  to  American 
national  security  than  Italian 
Americans,  whose  native  land 
was  allied  with  Hitler’s  Ger¬ 
many  during  World  War  I . 

Active  in  representing  the 
legal  rights  of  the  poor  in  San 
Jose,  CA,  Tamaki  was  the  co¬ 
founder  and  supervising  at-

torney  of  the  Asian  Law 
Alliance  in  San  Jose,  and  later, 
executive  director  of  the  Asian 
Law  Caucus.  He  received  the 
Loren  Miller  Award  from  the 
California  State  Bar  last  year. 

Both  Minami  and  Tamaki 
were  awarded  the  Dow  Fund’s 
first  Justice  in  Action  Award,  in¬ 
stituted  this  year  to  recognize 
outstanding  achievement  and 
commitment  to  the  goals  of 
equality  and  justice  for  all  peo¬ 
ple. 

Also  at  last  month’s  meeting, 
the  Asian  American  Lawyers 
Association  of  Massachusetts 
bestowed  its  first  Community 
Service  Award  on  the  Greater 
Boston  Legal  Services’ 
Chinatown  Outreach  Program.

to  investors  seeking  tax  shelters. 

According  to  Sung,  CEDC  wants  to 
build  as  many  units  as  possible  on  the 
R3-R3A  site,  given  Chinatown’s  ongoing 
need  for  affordable  housing.  “Right  now 
the  goal  is  to  have  the  maximum  number 
of  units,”  said  Sung,  who  explained  that 
architects  are  still  in  the  process  of 
developing  financially  feasible  designs 
that  would  also  make  maximum  use  of  the 
space. 

Another  CEDC  concern.  Sung  added, 
is  assuring  that  the  project  will  be  in  the 
hands  of  the  community  after  it  has  been 
built.  “The  community  has  to  control  the 
project,”  he  said.  “And  we  think  the 
CEDC  can  do  the  job  to  manage  the  pro¬ 
ject.” 

“We  feel  pretty  confident  we  will  win 
the  competition  because  we  are  the  only 
community  development  organization 
with  a  track  record,”  Sung  added. 

ACDC,  meanwhile,  is  equally  confi¬ 
dent  that  it  will  be  selected  to  develop  the 
site.  Regina  Lee,  ACDC’s  recently- 
named  executive  director,  said  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  develop  the  R3-R3A  site,  as  well 
as  the  other  four  BRA  Chinatown  sites, 
was  “one  of  the  reasons  we  formed.” 

Noting  the  BRA’s  current  plan  to  see 
about  500  new  housing  units  developed  in 
Chinatown  over  the  next  few  years,  Lee 
said  that  ACDC  wanted  “to  be  involved 


in  that  process”  as  well  as  encourage 
community  interest  in  it. 

“We’re  in  the  process  of  putting 
together  a  development  team  in  order  to 
make  the  necessary  submissions  to  the 
BRA  by  June  14,”  Lee  said. 

ACDC,  she  explained,  has  received  a 
$45,000  grant  from  the  Riley  Foundation 
to  cover  the  cost  of  making  the  submis¬ 
sion,  which  involves  hiring  an  architect,  a 
consultant,  and  some  staff. 

The  firm  of  Goodwin,  Procter  &  Hoar 
will  donate  legal  services  for  the  project, 
Lee  said,  and  the  firm  of  Woo  & 
Williams  of  Cambridge  has  been  hired  as 
architects  and  the  Greater  Boston  Com¬ 
munity  Development  Corporation  as  con¬ 
sultants.  “The  GBCD  came  on  board  on 
the  strength  of  our  credibility  and  the 
strength  of  the  current  board  members,” 
Lee  said. 

Like  CEDC,  Lee  says  her  group 
“would  certainly  look  to  the  possibility 
of  syndication  to  raise  money,”  as  well 
as  “state  subsidies.” 

“It’s  going  to  take  a  lot  of  creativity  to 
put  together  the  resources  to  do  this 
development.  It’s  a  $40  million  project,” 
she  said. 

The  Chinese  Consolidated  Benevolent 
Association,  meanwhile,  recently  decided 
that  it  would  not  be  submitting  a  proposal 
for  the  site,  according  to  CCBA  president 
Henry  Szeto. 

Szeto  explained  that  part  of  the  reason 
CCBA  will  not  be  getting  involved  in  the  I 


project  is  that  the  group  has  its  “hands 
full”  with  Waterford  Place,  a  planned 
40-unit  development  on  Shawmut 
Avenue.  “CCBA  is  not  a  welfare 
organization,”  Szeto  said.  “We  don’t 
have  that  much  funds  to  do  all  these 
things  at  the  same  time.” 

Szeto  also  cited  the  expense  of  putting 
together  a  development  team  -  hiring  an 
architect  and  consultant  -  as  being  too 
costly  at  this  time. 

He  added,  however,  that  CCBA  would 
support  CEDC  or  ACDC  if  either  is 
designated  as  the  developer  of  the  site. 
“We  would  support  either  one  of  them  to 
get  it,”  he  said.  “We  have  to  look  at 
what  they’re  going  to  do  for  the  com¬ 
munity.” 


While  only  two  Chinatown  groups  have 
announced  their  intention  to  seek  ten¬ 
tative  designation  to  develop  the  site, 
BRA  project  manager  Ron  Fong 
speculated  that  maybe  three  to  four 
groups  might  eventually  submit  pro¬ 
posals. 

Meanwhile,  the  amount  of  linkage 
money  available  to  develop  the  site  re¬ 
mains  uncertain.  Fong  suggested  that 
about  $2.5  million  from  the  Columbia 
Plaza  project  at  the  Kingston- 
Bedford  garage  site  would  be  earmarked 
for  theR3-R3A  project,  but  that  it  was 
still  too  eariy  to  speculate  on  linkage  money  from 
the  proposed  Commonwealth  Center  pro¬ 
ject,  which  has  yet  to  be  formally  submit¬ 
ted  to  the  BRA.

Moy  and  the  two  students  move 
to  the  window  and  place  it  in 
position  below  the  larger  dragon 
head.  This  is  the  way  it  will 
look,  Moy  says,  loosely  fitting 
the  curved  pieces  of  plywood 
together  to  show  how  the  dragon 
will  look  when  it’s  complete  and 
attached  to  the  bow  and  stern  of 
a  boat. 

Already  the  dragon  claws  are 
in  position  -  mylar-covered 
wood  wiki  a  black  and  white 
design.  On  a  nearby  table  are  the 
black  and  gold  scales  that  will  be 
attached  to  the  surface  of  the 
wood.  When  the  dragon  is  com¬ 
plete,  he’ll  attach  ribbons  to  add 
color  and  a  little  humor.  “It 
depends  on  how  fearsome  the 
dragon  looks,”  he  says.  “We 
might  want  to  soften  it  up  a  little 
-  we  don’t  want  it  to  look  too 
serious.” 

“Each  year,”  Moy  says,  “the 
dragon’s  different.  It  gives  me  a 
vehicle  for  a  lot  of  change.”  He 
remembers  the  first  one  he  put 
together  ten  years  ago.  He  sew¬ 
ed  cloth  onto  a  wood  and  metal 
armature,  sprayed  it  with 
fiberglass  resin,  then  painted  it 
pink,  yellow  and  gold. 

In  the  past,  Moy  says,  his 
dragon  designs  have  tended  to  be 
on  the  heavy  side.  “They’re  the 
biggest,  the  heaviest,  the  most 
inefficient  in  the  wind.” 

“Last  year,  the  head  was 
blowing  back  and  forth  like 
this,”  he  says,  waving  his  hand 
from  left  to  right.  "This  year, 
the  head  will  be  a  little  lower,” 
and  “there  are  a  lot  more 
cutouts  in  it  so  air  will  pass 
through  it  pretty  well.” 

“My  thing  is  not  really  to  win 
the  race,”  Moy  adds.  “But  to 
have  the  most  aesthetically 
pleasing  one...  it’s  pretty  open- 
ended.  I  think  you  can  become 
pretty  creative  that  way.” 

“One  year,  I  made  this  huge 
marionette  dragon,”  he  says  of 
the  dragon  that  hangs  in 
Chinatown’s  Josiah  Quincy 
School  now.  “That  was  a  good 
one.  The  mouth  opened  and 
closed.  It  blew  smoke  out  of  its 
mouth.” 


Although  it’s  not  too  clear  to 
him,  he  thinks  maybe  his  interest 
in  dragon  races  has  something  to 
do  with  growing  up  near  the 
water  in  Fall  River.  He  says  his 
interest  in  art  began  early, 
originating,  he  believes,  in  the 
urge  to  take  things  apart  and  put 
them  back  together  again  -  the 
urge  to  change  the  shape  of 
things.  “My  father  used  to  bring 
out  different  pieces  of 
machinery,”  he  recalls.  “He 
was  a  chemist,  and  I’d  take  them 
apart.” 

An  art  teacher  for  the  last  nine 
years,  Moy  currently  has  his 
own  business  called  “Creative 
Repairs, ’’which,  he  says,  grew 
out  of  his  early  interest  in  en¬ 
vironmental  art.  It’s  art  that 
changes  the  various  aspects  of  a 
space.  “I’m  not  really  a 
carpenter,”  he  says.  “I’m  a 
sculptor.” 

In  his  work  now,  he  repairs  or 
alters  rooms  or  parts  of  rooms  or 
even  sculptures;  he  alters  rooms 
to  make  them  more  comfortable 
and  pleasurable  for  their 
owners,  though  there’s  no  easy 
way  to  describe  what  he  does  ex¬ 
cept  by  talking  about  one  of  his 
projects. 

He  describes  one  of  his  recent 
works  as  a  wall  area  with 
shelves  covered  by  two  Japanese 
screens  and  a  seat  built  beneath 
it.  “It  was  very  Japanese  look¬ 
ing  and  tranquil  looking... I  real¬ 
ly  enjoy  that.  A  lot  of  my  work 
has  Japanese-like  screens.” 

Although  some  of  his  own 
work  will  be  exhibited  in  a 
group  show  at  the  Chinese 
Culture  Institute  this  fall,  Moy 
says  his  interest  now  isn’t  really 
in  showing  his  work  in  galleries. 
“I’d  rather  build  something  that 
a  client’s  going  to  want,”  he , 
says.  “It’s  good  for  some  people 
(gallery  shows)  but  I  don’t  know 
if  it’s  necessarily  right  fcr  me.” 

This  week,  he  says,  he’ll  be 
putting  the  final  touches  on  this 
year’s  dragon,  and  on  June  11, 
rowing  down  the  Charles  in  one 
of  the  boats  in  the  race,  looking, 
like  “complete  fools,”  though 
adding,  with  a  spark  that 
crosses  his  eye,  that  it’s  the 
humor  of  it  all  -  the  humor  of 
these  dragons  that  keeps  him 
coming  back  to  them  year  after 
year  .

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R3-R3A  signals  start  of  long-range 
plan  to  build  500  units  of  housing

In  requesting  proposals  to 
develop  Parcel  R3-R3A  in 
Chinatown,  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  has 
taken  the  first  step  in  realizing 
its  plan  to  develop  500  units  of 
affordable  housing  in  the 
neighborhood. 

In  addition  to  the  R3-R3A  site 
at  Washington  and  Oak  streets, 
the  BRA  also  wants  to  see  hous¬ 
ing  developed  on  four  other 
parcels  it  owns  in  the 
neighborhood.  The  city  agency 
currently  owns  two  parcels  on 
Tyler  Street  as  well  as  parcels 
adjacent  to  the  Don  Bosco 
School  and  opposite  the  R3-R3A 
site  on  Oak  Street. 

“We  are  developing  a  housing 
program  that  amounts  to 
developing  approximately  500 
units  of  housing  on  those  five 
parcels,”  says  Ron  Fong, 
BRA’s  R3-R3A  project 
manager. 


The  BRA  has  decided  to  use 
its  Chinatown  land  for  housing 
because  the  neighborhood  is  the 
most  crowded  in  the  city  and  the 
demand  for  affordable  housing 
here  far  exceeds  the  supply. 

According  to  a  1987  BRA 
housing  survey,  the  population 
of  Chinatown  has  increased 
significantly  in  recent  years, 
growing  from  3700  residents  in 
1980  to  an  estimated  5100  in 
1987. 

The  report  furthur  says  that 
“Chinatown  has  a  21  percent 
rate  of  overcrowding,  much 
greater  than  the  national  average 
and  higher  than  all  other  Boston 
neighborhoods.” 

It  also  notes  that  the 
Chinatown  “population  contains 
a  large  proportion  of  both  elder¬ 
ly  and  children,  quite  unlike  the 
distribution  of  the  population  of 
the  city  as  a  whole,  which  has  a 
larger  proportion  of  young  and 


middle-aged  adults .  ’  ’ 

“The  heavy  burden  of  large 
and  sometimes  extended 
families  places  excessive  stress 
on  the  overall  quality  of  housing 
units  in  Chinatown,”  the  study 
concludes. 

According  to  housing 
managers  in  Chinatown,  the 
waiting  lists  for  affordable  hous¬ 
ing  is  long.  Yuk  Sung,  executive 
director  of  the  Chinese 
Economic  Development  Coun¬ 
cil,  says  that  Oxford  Place, 
which  is  owned  by  the  agency, 
always  has  a  waiting  list. 

‘Everyday  we  still  get  phone 


calls  looking  for  apartments,” 
Sung  says.  “We  always  keep  a 
long  waiting  list  for  Oxford 
Place.  The  list  never  gets 
shorter.” 

Noting  that  Chinatown  has 
traditionally  been  overcrowded, 
Sung  said  there  will  always  be  a 
need  for  affordable  housing.  “I 
don’t  believe  you  can  create  the 
housing  to  match  the  needs,”  he 
says.  “You  can  never  match  the 
needs  -  we  just  do  our  best.” 

Fannie  Kwan,  senior  manager 
at  Tai  Tung  Village  Apartments 
and  Mass  Pike  Towers,  two 
Chinatown  complexes  which 
both  contain  affordable  family 
housing,  agrees  with  Sung.  Both 
complexes,  she  says,  have  long 
waiting  lists,  with  as  many  as 
400  people  waiting  to  move  into

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each  building.  Some  on  the 
waiting  list  have  been  waiting 
since  1978,  she  adds. 

While  most  agree  that  500 
new  units  -  to  be  built  over  the 
next  five  years  -  would  not  solve 
all  of  Chinatown’s  housing  pro¬ 
blems,  there  appears  to  be 
general  optimism  over  the  effect 
they  would  have  here.  At  the 
same  time,  though,  because  the 
units  will  probably  require 
public  subsidies,  fair  housing  re¬ 
quirements  mean  that  some  units 
would  be  available  city -wide. 
Fong  said  that  possibly  70  per¬ 
cent  of  them  would  be  available 
to  the  Chinatown  community 
and  30  percent  city -wide. 

Still,  Fong  said,  the  new  units 
‘‘would  make  a  huge 
difference”  in  Chinatown’s 
housing  situation.”  Moreover, 
he  said,  another  300  affordable 
housing  units  could  be  available 
to  Chinatown  on  BRA  land  as 
part  of  plans  to  transform  the 
theater  district  into  the  Mid  town 
Cultural  District,  which  would 
include  new  and  renovated 
theaters  as  well  as  residential 
and  commercial  space. 

At  the  same  time,  though, 
there  appears  to  be  some  con¬ 
cern  in  Chinatown  over  the  ef¬ 
fect  that  proposed  nearby 
developments  -  the  Midtown 
Cultural  District  and  Com¬ 
monwealth  Center  -  will  have  on 
the  neighborhood,  since  real 
estate  values  in  general  -  and 
possibly  rent  -  would  increase  as 
a  result. 

“I  don’t  necessarily  see  rents 
rising  in  Chinatown  through 
development  of  the  Midtown 
Cultural  District,”  said  Fong, 
adding,  however,  that  while 
development  has  had  a  gentrify- 
ing  effect  on  other 
neighborhoods,  it  probably, 
wouldn’t  happen  in  Chinatown, 
since  the  city’s  new  zoning  plan 
-  being  developed  in  conjunction 
with  the  Chinatown  Community 
Plan  -  probably  wouldn’t  allow 
high-rise  condominiums  or  of¬ 
fices  in  the  neighborhood. 

“I  don’t  see  Chinatown  as  be¬ 
ing  completely  gentrified,”  said 
Regina  Lee,  executive  director 
of  the  Asian  Community 
Development  Corporation. 

“I  think  it  will  be  a  mixed 
blessing”  she  said  of  the 
downtown  developments. 
“Chinatown  will  get  some 
linkage  money  from  these 
developments.  It  will  make  the 
value  of  land  go  up.  It  will  make 
it  more  expensive  to  do  subsidiz¬ 
ed  housing.” 

Important  to  the  development 
of  housing  in  Chinatown  is  the 
linkage  money  obtained  from 
downtown  developments  - 
money  contributed  to  the  com¬ 
munity  for  housing  and  job 
developments. 

According  to  Ting  Fen  Yeh, 
the  BRA’s  neighborhood  plan¬ 
ner  for  Chinatown,  “the  housing 
linkage  for  the  Midtown 
Cultural  District  will  be  targeted 
for  Chinatown.” 

While  Yeh  says  that  “some 
people  are  rightfully  aware  of 
displacement  and 

gentrification”  as  possible  side 
effects  of  downtown  develop¬ 
ment,  she  said  that  the  BRA 
hopes  to  avoid  such  an  outcome 
by  drawing  up  a  zoning  law  that 
would  protect  the  neighborhood. 

We  hope  that  by  revitalizing 
the  area,  it  will  have  a  positive 
effect  on  Chinatown,”  Yeh  said 
of  the  proposed  Midtown 
Cultural  District,  explaining  that 
the  plan  is  to  allow  Chinatown  to 
benefit  from  housing,  job,  and 
business  opportunities  there.

Community  addresses  election  issues 


The  first  community  election 
of  the  CNC,  tainted  by  blatant 
violations  of  fair  and  legitimate 
election  standards,  demonstrated 
how  the  democratic  process  can 
be  abused. 

The  CNC  was  appointed  in 
1985  by  Mayor  Flynn  as  one  of 
five  neighborhood  councils  to 
serve  as  advisory  boards  on 
issues  of  development  and  city 
service  delivery.  Establishment 
of  the  CNC  was  an  important 
step  forward  for  the  Chinese 
Community  in  light  of  its  long 
history  of  political  neglect  and 
backroom  deals.  This  term,  the 
CNC  chose  a  community-wide 
election  of  the  new  council  to

According  to  Woo,  Columbia 
Plaza  Associates  and 
Metropolitan  Structures  Inc.,  as 
part  of  their  linkage  money  for 
the  Chinatown  community, 
would  match  any  contributions 
to  fund  the  neighborhood  coun¬ 
cil  up  to  $50,000. 

Woo  suggested  that  the  coun¬ 
cil  consider  initially  seeking 
financial  support  from  the  com¬ 
munity,  then  matching  that  sum 
with  die  Columbia  Plaza  grant. 
He  said  that  following  such  a 
course  would  make  the  council 
more  independent  since  it  would 
no  longer  be  relying  on  the  city 
for  funding. 

Hum,  meanwhile,  reconfrim- 
ed  her  decision  to  resign  at  last 
month’s  meeting,  despite  re¬ 
quests  by  several  members  that 
she  reconsider  her  resignation, 
or  at  least  remain  as  director 
during  a  transition  period. 

Hum,  who  has  been  director 
since  July,  resigned  following 
last  month’s  neighborhood  coun¬ 
cil  election  to  protest  alleged 
violations  of  the  council’s  voting 
guidelines.  There  were  charges 
during  and  after  the  election  that 
,  among  other  things,  candidates 
and  campaigners  were  filling  out 
ballots  for  voters  and  that  people 
were  allowed  to  vote  without 
proper  identification. 

In  addition  to  Hum,  council 
members  Carol  Lee,  an  original 
member  who  was  elected  with 
the  largest  number  of  votes  in 
the  community-based  organiza¬ 
tion  category,  and  Howard 
Wong,  a  first  time  member,  both 
resigned  from  the  council  to  pro¬ 
test  alleged  election  violations. 

According  to  guidlines  set  up 
by  the  council,  a  member  leav¬ 
ing  the  council  for  any  reason 
would  be  replaced  by  an  alter¬ 
nate  -  a  candidate  who  received 
the  largest  number  of  votes  in  an 
election  category  without  being 
elected. 

According  to  that  list, 
Suzanne  Lee,  a  former  council 
member  who  did  not  win  a  seat 
in  the  election,  would  be  eligible 
to  replace  Carol  Lee  in  the 
community-based  organization 
category,  while  Lucy  Chin  could 
replace  Wong  in  the  resident 
category. 

Suzanne  Lee,  however,  said 
last  week  that  she  would  not  ac¬ 
cept  a  seat  on  the  council  for  the 
same  reasons  that  led  the  three 
others  to  resign.  Chin  said  she 
probably  would  accept  the  seat 
but  added  that  she  had  yet  to 
make  a  final  decision. 


maximize  its  openness  and  ac¬ 
countability  to  the  community- 
at-large. 

Election  guidelines  set  by  the 
CNC  were  flexible  so  as  to  en¬ 
courage  as  much  community 
participation  as  possible. 
However,  the  first  day  of  voting 
was  characterized  by  mass  chaos 
and  rampant  violations.  Can¬ 
didates  and  campaigners  filled 
out  ballots  for  voters,  people 
voted  without  proper  identifica¬ 
tion,  and  control  over  ballot 
distribution  was  lost.  Although 
many  voiced  their  concerns,  no 
action  was  taken  to  address  these 
irregularities  during  the  course 
of  the  day.  The  Mayor’s  Office 
of  Neighborhood  Services  look¬ 
ed  on,  shirking  its  responsibility 
to  provide  for  a  fair  election. 
Despite  numerous  complaints  of 
election  fraud,  the  CNC  in  the 
aftermath  voted  12  to  8  to 
uphold  the  election  results. 

It  is  sadly  ironic  that  some 


people  have  called  the  election 
“the  greatest  act  of  democracy” 
in  Chinatown’s  history.  The  fact 
that  some  2,300  people  came  out 
to  vote  attests  to  the  strong  com- 
munity  sentiment  for 
democracy.  People  want  a  voice 
in  the  important  issues  facing 
our  future  housing  and  land 
development,  employment, 
education,  and  social  service 
delivery.  But  events  at  the  polls 
set  a  dangerous  precedent  and 
made  a  mockery  of  the  com¬ 
munity’s  sentiment. 

This  event  bears  serious  im¬ 
plications  for  Chinatown.  The 
goal  of  broad  community  par¬ 
ticipation  was  at  the  heart  of  the 
CNC’s  significance  as  an  institu¬ 
tion.  It  represented  the  coopera¬ 
tion  of  diverse  sectors  of  the 
community  -  working  people, 
residents,  businessmen,  agen¬ 
cies,  and  community  organiza¬ 
tions.  The  open  election  of  the 
council  was  a  symbol  of  pro-

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gress  made  in  recent  years 
toward  a  more  participatory 
community.  By  upholding  ah  il¬ 
legitimate  election,  the  CNC 
majority  has  undermined  the 
organization’s  credibility.  But  if 
the  CNC  fails  to  represent  the 
interests  of  the  entire  communi¬ 
ty,  then  the  community  will 
utilize  any  avenues  available  to 
continue  to  make  its  needs 
heard. 

In  addition,  there  are  im¬ 
mediate  and  urgent  implications 
for  the  community  resulting 
from  this  “election.” 
Chinatown  is  increasingly  faced 
with  development  pressures 
which  threaten  its  viability  as  a 
residential  and  commercial 
community.  The  Midtown 
Cultural  District  Plan  can  poten¬ 
tially  transform  the  Chinatown 
area  through  real  estate  specula¬ 
tion,  gentrification,  and  residen¬ 
tial  and  commercial  displace¬ 
ment.  As  a  result  of  the 
election,  the  CNC’s  role  as  the 
community’s  voice  on  develop¬ 
ment  issues  is  no  longer 
legitimate  or  representative.  It 
will  be  up  to  the  broader  com¬ 
munity  to  watchdog  die  new 
CNC  and  ensure  that  the  com¬ 
munity’s  priorities  are  truly 
upheld.  Furthermore,  the  city 


and  other  public  institutions  such 
as  the  BRA  must  recognize  that 
the  new  CNC  takes  office  amidst 
serious  and  unaddressed  con¬ 
cerns  regarding  the  election  pro¬ 
cess.

emergency  regulation  prohibiting  gillnet 
fishing  -  the  kind  practiced  by  the  Viet¬ 
namese  fishermen  -  within  about  seven 
miles  from  an  imaginary  line  running 
roughly  from  Deer  Island  to  Point  Aller- 
ton. 

The  Vietnamese  fishermen  had  been 
fishing  with  gillnets  generally  no  more 
than  three  miles  from  that  line.  The  new 
line,  beyond  which  they  now  can  fish 
with  gillnets,  runs  roughly  from 
Gloucester  to  Scituate. 

State  officials  told  the  protesting 
fishermen  Friday  that  a  meeting  would  be 
held  at  the  State  House  Tuesday  to  inform 
the  fishermen  of  alternative  techniques 
for  fishing  within  the  three  mile  zone.  At 
the  same  time,  state  officials  would  also 
address  the  fishermen’s  need  for 
emergency  food  and  shelter  as  the  result 
of  the  new  regulation,  which  has  kept 
many  of  them  from  working. 

James  Hoyte,  secretary  of  the  state 
Department  of  Environmental  Affairs, 
said  that  officials  from  the  Division  of 
Marine  Fisheries  would  meet  with  the 
fishermen  to  outline  an  interim  plan  to 
deal  with  the  problem. 

He  added  that  help  would  also  be 
sought  from  the  state  Department  of 
Human  Services  to  provide  emergency 
food  and  shelter  for  the  fishermen.  “I 
don’t  know  what  kind  of  emergency  food 
and  shelter  we  can  provide,”  Hoyte  told 
the  group  of  fishermen  from  the  state 
house  steps. 

“I  did  not  hear  any  solution  yet,”  said 


Thoi  after  meeting  with  state  officials  Fri¬ 
day.  “But  I  am  grateful  for  the  help  from 
the  state  for  food  and  housing.” 

“I  told  them  (the  fishermen)  to  be  pa¬ 
tient  and  wait  until  Tuesday  to  see  what 
we  could  do,”  Thoi  added. 

Buell  Hollister,  a  spokesman  for  the 
Division  of  Marine  Fisheries,  said  the 
emergency  regulation  was  imposed  after 
lobster  fishermen  apparently  complained 
to  the  state  that  the  Vietnamese  fisherman 
were  taking  short  lobsters  in  their  nets. 

“We  had  a  complaint  that  there  were 
fisherman  bringing  quantities  of  short 
lobsters  in,”  said  Hollister.  Short 
Lobsters  are  those  that  aren’t  mature 
enough  to  take  from  the  water  legally. 

In  addition,  Hollister  explained  that  the 
sudden  appearance  this  year  of  the  Viet¬ 
namese  fishermen  greatly  increased  the 
number  of  gillnet  fishermen  working  in 
the  area. 

He  said  that  the  limited  number  of 
gillnet  fishermen  using  the  area  before 
the  Vietnamese  arrived  this  year  were 
careful  to  move  out  of  areas  where  there 
was  an  abundance  of  lobsters  -  something 
which  the  Vietnamese  fishermen  have  ap¬ 
parently  not  done. 

As  of  March  there  were  only  about  two 
or  three  Vietnamese  boats,  Hollister  said, 
but  by  May  there  were  about  thirty. 

In  the  gillnet  method  of  fishing,  a  long 
thin  net  is  placed  in  the  water  with  the 
boat  stationary.  Besides  gathering  such 
fish  as  cod  and  flounder,  the  nets 
sometimes  collect  lobsters  as  well.  Buell 
said  a  lobster  that  gets  tangled  in  the  net  is 
often  damaged  and  that  it’s  highly  unlike¬ 
ly  it  will  survive  after  it’s  removed  from 
it. 

Last  week,  an  Asian  fishing  boat  was 


seized  in  Revere  after  environmental 
police  found  273  short  lobsters  aboard, 
according  to  William  McKean  of  the 
Division  of  Law  Enforcement,  En¬ 
vironmental  Police. 

McKean  said  that  about  four  Asian 
fishing  boats  were  cited  for  bringing  in 
short  or  mutilated  lobsters  in  recent  mon¬ 
ths.  “We’re  not  out  there  trying  to  go 
after  Vietnamese  fishermen,”  McKean 
said.  “If  any  individual  is  coming  in  with 
short  lobsters  we’re  going  after  him.” 

“There  are  a  few  Vietnamese 
fishermen  who  don’t  understand  the 
law,”  Thoi  said.  “I  admit  that  they  make 
mistakes.” 

“We  did  what  we  did  to  protect  the 
lobster  resource,”  Buell  said.  “We 
didn’t  take  this  measure  lightly.  We  know 
their  livelihoods  are  at  stake.” 

“There  are  no  winners  in  this  thing,” 
he  added,  explaining  that  the  only  real 
alternative  is  for  Vietnamese  fishermen  to 
change  their  fishing  technique,  using  in¬ 
stead,  for  example,  the  “long  line” 
technique  in  which  a  long  line  with  hooks 
and  bait  is  used  to  catch  fish. 

Walter  E.  Bickford,  commissioner  of 
the  Department  of  Fisheries,  Wildlife  & 
Environmental  Law  Enforcement  said  at 
the  State  House  Friday  that  the  Viet¬ 
namese  fishermen  could  not  use  the 
gillnet  technique  in  the  deep  waters  re¬ 
quired  by  the  new  regulations  because 
their  boats  are  not  equipped  with  winches 
to  draw  the  nets  out  of  the  deep  water.  He 
said  they  pull  their  nets  out  of  the  water 
by  hand,  which  is  an  outdated  method  no 
longer  used  by  commercial  fishermen.

Quincy  says 
Asians  taking 
clams  illegally 


Asians  in  Quincy  have  been 
gathering  clams  and  periwinkles 
without  permits  in  restricted  and 
closed  areas,  according 
Quincy’s  public  health  commis¬ 
sioner. 

Health  commissioner  M.  Jane 
Gallahue  said  the  Asians  are 
gathering  the  shellfish,  which 
could  be  contaminated,  and 
eating  them  with  the  family 
meal. 

“It  is  important  for  the  Asian 
community  to  know  and  unders¬ 
tand  the  laws  restricting  this 
practice  and  the  need  for  such 
shellfish  to  be  purified  before 
eating.” 

In  a  statement  released  by  the 
department  of  health,  Gallahue 
explained  that  only  “Master 
Diggers”  with  permits  are 
allowed  to  harvest  shellfish 
within  the  City  of  Quincy. 
Those  clams  and  periwinkles  are 
then  “immediately  transported 
to  a  state  operated  purification 
plant  in  Newburyport”  to  assure 
that  they  are  safe  for  consump¬ 
tion,  she  said. 

In  recent  years  there  have 
been  outbreaks  of  illness  from 
eating  contaminated  shellfish, 
according  to  Gallahue. 

If  clams  are  found  to  be  con¬ 
taminated,  the  sites  where  the 
clams  are  dug  are  closed  to  all 
digging,  the  statement  noted. 

Gallahue  said  that  notices  in 
English  and  Chinese  will  be 
posted  at  areas  frequented  by 
Asians,  warning  people  that  the 
taking  of  shellfish  is  unlawful. 
She  said  the  “areas  frequented 
by  the  Asian  people  for  digging 
will  be  closely  monitored  by  our 
Shellfish  Warden,  Andy 
Ayers,”  who  can  be  reached  at 
773-1380.
